JUDICIAL REVIEW 
OF FRAUD ORDERS 


Washington, Jan. 
S.—The ho'-sa 


passed a bill providing for a judicial 
review of orders excluding persons 
from the use of United States mail fa- 
cilities. In presenting reasons why 
the bill should be passed Mr. Crum- 
packer said the power given the post- 
master general under the statutes to 
issue fraud orders was not at all an 
administrative discretion. It rather

AND LODGE 


President's Action In the BrownsviHe 


Case Is Discussed. 


LATTER'S SPEECH A DEFENSE 


Buckeye Senator Challenges Any One 


to Show a Precedent For the Step 
Taken, and Want* to Know Whether 
the President Is Above the Law. 
Prai>ee the Sixtieth Ohio. 


f 


Washington, Jan. 8.—It is agreed by 


senate leaders that a settlement of 
the controversy between Senators 


a 
Foraker and Lodge on the discharge 
of the negro troops of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry is not in sight. Prior to 
the speech by Mr. Lodge it had been 
the intention of Mr. Foraker to offer a 
substitute for his own resolution, and 
in this substitute ask the committee 
on military affairs to conduct an in- 
vestigation into all of the matters per- 
taining to the affray at Brownsville, 
Tex. The term "all of the matters," 
it is said, would have permitted an 
inquiry into the constitutional ques- 
tions, although that would have been 
a question for the decision of the 
committee. Senators who sought to 
end the controversy between Mr. For- 
aker and supporters of the president's 
action assumed that the military af- 
fairs committee would have consid- 
ered that the constitutional and legal 
questions involved were for the delib- 
erations of the judiciary committee, 


Mr. Foraker said that he careu little 


for the phraseology, but he did object 
to Mr. Lodge's interpretation of the 
substitute prepared by Mr. Knox and 
offered by the Massachusetts senator. 
This caused him to oppose the Lodge 
substitute, but it is expected he will 
offer a substitute for his own. 


The address of Senator .Lodge was 


in defense of the action of the presi- 
dent. He held that there were two 
questions involved—a question of law 
and a question of fact. 
Discussing 


the former he said: 
"The question 


is whether the president in dismiss- 
ing these companies without honor, 
exceeded his powers under the law 
and constitution. 
The constitution 


makes the president commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy of the 
United States, and congress is given 
authority to make rules for the gov- 
ernment and regulation of the land 
and naval forces. 
The commander- 


in-chief has, as such, the right inher- 
ent In his office 


To Punish or Discharge 


except so far as it is limited or reg- 
ulated by the law 
making 
power 


which has enacted the articles of war. 
The dishonorable discharge can only 
be given by sentence of a court mar- 
tial; the honorable discharge can, of 
course, be given by the commanding 
officer, but there is another discharge 
now described as the 'discharge with- 
out honor,' which is limited to the 
action of a court martial, and which 
comes with the direction of the pres- 
ident, the secretary of war and the 
commanding officer. There can be no 
doubt whatever that the 'power of 
summary dismissal was inherent in 
the office of the commander-in-chief, 
when the president was invested by 
the constitution with that office, and 
there has never been any attempt on 
the part of congress to prevent or in- 
terfere with the exercise of this au- 
thority. If the commander-in-chief is 
unable to dismiss from the army the 
soldiers whom he regards as danger- 
ous to the service and to 
military 


discipline without furnishing proof 
which would convict to a jury, mil- 
itary discipline would be at an end, 
and the army of the United State? 
would become a menace to the peo- 
ple of the country. The law, the con- 
stitution, the statutes and 
uniform 


practice are so clear as to the right 
of the president to terminate the con- 
tract of enlistment and discharge sol- 
diers at pleasure, that it seems 
a 


waste of words to any one who has 
read the statutes to argue it at all." 


Opposes Lodge. 


Senator Foraker, who followed, said 


he was opposed to the Lodge position. 
He denied that the power of the presi- 
dent was deduced from what was the 
power of the commander-in-chief of 
the British army. It must be deduced 
from the constitution of the United 
States. The power the president de- 
rived from congress was his legal 
power. It was not necessary, he said, 
to go to British precedents to ascer- 
tain this power, as the supreme court 
of the United States had spoken on 
the subject IHPTIV times, and always 
had said simply it was the president's 
power to "command." "There is no 
autocracy in this country," said Mr. 
Foraker, "no autocratic, dictatorial, 
unrestrained and unrestricted power; 
no, not even the commayider-in-chief 
of the army. 
All power is dc:ived 


from the constitution." 


Mr. Foraker maintained that the of- 


ficials of the war department and de- 
partment of justice had estopped 
themselves from denying that the af- 
fray at Brownsville was a case cov- 
ered by articles of war by the order 
that was given to the commander of 
the department of Texas to prefer 
charges and specifications against 13 
members of the companies involved. 
The senator had procured copies of 
fhese charges and he then placed 
fhera In the record. Mr. Foraker said 
these arrests were made, but as yet 


none of the men charged had been 
tried or given an opportunity to refute 
the charges against them with evi- 
dence. Mr. Foraker added: 


Attacks President's Position. 


"1 think the senate of the United 


States would be In a ridiculous atti- 
tude before the country if it should, 
here and now adopt a resolution that 
could be interpreted to estop us when 
we come to consider this case upon 
Ihe facts which are to be developed, 
as to whether or not the president act- 
ed within his constitutional or legal 
authority." 


Mr. Foraker challenged any one to 


show a single precedent for the action 
taken; to show one single instance 
where a man has been discharged 
from the army without honor, when 
that man has been charged wilii crime 
and where he protested against so 
being discharged. "Is the president of 
the United States over and above the 
law? Can he Ignore it?" he asked. 


Mr. Foraker developed his argument 


and gave court rulings to show it to 
be the birthright of every American 
citizen to be allowed trial when ho 
was charged with crime. These men, 
Mr. Foraker said, were charged with 
murder and conspiracy. Because there 
was no evidence 
to sustain 
the 


charges the men were turned out of 
service. On this point Mr. Foraker 
quoted the supreme court, saying that 
where crimes could not be proved the 
offenders must go free. He said the 
president had been careful to point 
out that he had not discharged these 
troops as organizations, but as indi- 
viduals, each being discharged by 
name. "Each individual," he said, 
"had a right to the benefit of the 
114th regulation of the army, that he 
should have a board of inquiry, and 
should have it, without, asking for it." 


Defends Sixtieth Ohio. 


When Mr. Foraker remarked, "And 


I now come to the Sixtieth Ohio," a 
«tir of interest swept the chamber and 
galleries. "Will some one tell me why 
the regiment was cited as a prece- 
dent?" he asked, and, replying to his 
own question, said: "But I know, and 
everyone here knows, why it was so 
cited. It was the bravest regiment 
that ever wore the uniform." Mr. 
Foraker maintained that the regiment 
had been honorably discharged. 
He 


said he had been flooded with letters, 
and a number of these he read to 
show that the regiment was disorgan- 
ized while under parole and held in 
the service after its term had expired. 
Mr. Foraker brought into light the 
record of several New York regiments, 
one of which, he:said, had run when 
faced by Stonewall Jackson's veterans 
and another of which had abandoned 
Maryland Heights, the key to Harper's 
Ferry. The New York regiment which 
ran away, he added, became one of 
the best in the service afterwards. 
Six New York and three Ohio regi- 
ments were captured at Harper's 
Ferry. 
" " 


In reply to a question by Mr. Till- 


man, 
why It was that the Sixtieth 


Ohio had been "picked out," and sug- 
gesting that the "war department 
'might have thought the senator got 
Into that regiment," Mr. Foraker said: 
"I don't know that the war depart- 
ment thought of that, but it is possible 
that somebody at the war department 
or some other place remembered that 
the senator from Ohio lived in Ohio." 
Mr. Foraker was a member of the 
Eighty-ninth Ohio regiment. 


Asks For Record of Athens Row. 
Washington, Jan. 8.—Senator Till- 


man presented a resolution directing 
the secretary of war to furnish the 
senate copies of all papers making up 
the record of the department in the 
case of the difficulty between regular 
and state troops at Athens, O., Aug. 
19, 1904, in which a militiaman was 
killed. He asked immediate consider- 
ation for the resolution. Senator For- 
aker explained that he had secured 
this exact information from the secre- 
tary of war, which he believed would 
satisfy the senator. Mr. Tillman ac- 
cepted Mr. Fo'raker's statement.

An Effort to Do Aivny \iritli tlic liOitg 


Midday Intcrvnl. 


A discussion is going on in commer- 


cial circles in Germany regarding the 
respective merits of the English and 
German systems 
of arranging the 


hours of work in banks, company of- 
fices and big business houses. 


It has always been customary In 


Germany for clerks and accountants 
and all workers of this class to begin 
Tvork considerably earlier than Is the 
case in England and to terminate work 
in the evening much later than is usual 
in London. Work begins in German 
offices, as a rule, at 8 o'clock in the 
morning and is frequently not conolud- 
et' before 8 o'clock in the evening. 
Partial compensation for the early be- 
giniiing'and late termination is obtain- 
ed by taking a two hours' pause nt 
midday, but even with this break the 
total hours worked in German offlees 
considerably exceed those in English 
offices, especially as a half holiday Sat- 
urday is still an exceptional arrange- 
ment In Germany. 


An agitation is now going on for the 


abolition of the long midday interval 
ar.d of the introduction of the hours of 
work usual in English offices. Many 
German business mon, however, resist 
the innovation and persi.-t in maintain- 
ing the old fashioned system. 


Many German stoekbrokers, com- 


pany directors, directors of banks nnd 
captains of industry adopt a curious 
arrangement by which they dine at 3 
o'elock in the afternoon find afterward 
return to their offices from 6 till 8 
o'clock in the eveninir.

Washington Jan. S—As telegraphed 


ihe Advocate Mondaj[, Supreme court 
dismissed the so-cailgd Canton hank 
wrecking cages dealing with questions 
involved in the failure last spring of 
the Canton (Ohio) State bank. There 
were five of the Canton cases before 
the court, representing 25 indictments, 
and of the five two were against Cor- 
win D. Bachtel, cashier of the bank, 
and one each against William L. Da- 
vis, a vice president'1 and 
director; 


Charles H. Van Horn, teller, and Har- 
vey H. Miller, a customer. These and 
19 other indictments were returned 
by the grand jury of Stark county last 
May, under what is known as the Ohio 
free banking law of the state, which 
provides for imprisonment from one 
to ten years of any officer or agent of 
a bank who in any way attempts to 
deceive or defraud. The defendants 
relied entirely on establishing the un- 
constitutionality of the 
law under 


which the proceeding against them 
was brought. The effect of the su- 
preme court order will be to leave the 
cases in the state courts, at least for 
the present. 


The indicted men had made an ef- 


fort to secure release by means of 
writs of habeas corpus, and failing in 
the state courts brought their suits to 
the supreme court. As that court re- 
fused to take cognizance of the case, 
they met with no better success. 


Justice Brewer's dismissal of the 


cases was due to the failure of the 
Ohio state supreme court to file an 
opinion giving its reason for denying 
the application of the defendants for | 
their discharge. He held that the state j 
court may have construed the words 
"any 
banking company," as provided | 


by the Ohio statute, to include all ! 
banks, whether incorporated under 
this particular statute or otherwise 
organized. ''It therefore," he said, 
"does not affirmatively appear that 
the state court decided a federal ques- 
tion, and the v/iit of error must be 
dismissed "

Jan. 1. That date may be remember- 
ed ;aa the birthday of a new and glor 
lous era for American industries. Such 


. was the expressed opinion of many 


person's who supported the measure 
when it was before congress and who 
haye looked forward with high antici 
pations to its going into effect 
Some 


men -grew so enthusiastic over the 
pjospect of tmtaxed alcohol that they 
dreamed of a national Utopia. They 


• foretold all sorts of marvelous ameli- 
..; orations to result from the abolition 


of the tax.' The poor man was to be- 
•eome independent. The Standard Oil 
trust was to be smashed to smith- 
efeens. The octopus was to be severed 
of several of its most wriggling legs 
and rendered a cripple for life. Par- 
ticularly was the small farmer to bene- 


. fit, even to the attainment of opulence 


, and;a town house on Easy avenue.

A Rosy Outlook. 


f It appears now that a large degree 


, Of extravagance entered into these pre- 
dictions. Conservative opinions of ex- 
perts like Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of 
the'national bureau of chemistry, do 
not Justify 
any such serene and 


•enowy altitudes of hope. Yet the.out- 
look is very promising, even rosy. The 
taxless alcohol age in this country has 
Just begun. In what ways and to what 
degree it will benefit tbe people must 
be left in a large measure to the slow 
-results of time. 
Rome required more 


than one day in building. The benign 
effects of the free coinage of alcohol 
may require several years before mak- 
ing a very great showing. 


Ail the authorities seam to agree 


that the; removal of the tax will have

a highly beneficial effect upon the de- 
velopment of many American indus- 
tries. It would appear that this bene- 
fit is to be distributed pretty generally 
throughout the nation. Farmers will 
come,, in for a large share. As they 
prodoce all the raw material from 
which aicohoi is made, they deserve a 
considerable slice of the cake. 


Heretofore the government has col- 


lected an internal revenue tax of $2.07 
a gallon on alcohol. 
This made its 


use for purposes of light, heat and 
power practically prohibitive and very 
greatly limited its employment in the 
many arts and industries to which al- 
cohol is naturally adapted. 
Engines 


and stoves and lamps by the million 
bave had to burn Standard Oil prod- 
nets, either gasoline or kerosene, thus 
helping to fatten the octopus which al- 
most everybody hates and fears. 
Al- 


cohol minus the tax could be used to 


much greater adrantage and with very 
much less danger. As a consequence 
ot this high tax comparatively little 
alcohol was manufactured in the Unit- 
ed States. Immense quantities of ex- 
cellent material for its manufacture 
went to waste. 


Four years ago Kansas elected a 


young newspaper man to congress 
from the old district of Jerry Simpson. 
Being red headed, he ran on the plat- 
form that red headed men are needed 
In congress. This young man, Victor 
Mnrdock, was born aud reared in Kan- 
sas, which is a flat country, largely a 
treeless plain, and he had done a good 
deal of thinking. He once expressed to 
the present writer the theory that a 
plains country is conducive to the de- 
velopment of mystics and seers. 


"The monotony of the level land," 


of these stiils are quite- small—the back 
yard sort. 


An amendment to the law which en- 


ables the small fanner to erect aud 
operate his still and meet the regula- 
tions 'without having to send his alco- 
holic material to a larger still for man- 
ufacture was introduced early in the 
present session of conw&s by another 
newspaper man, also from a liat coun- 
try, by the way. Senator Henry C. 
Hansbrough of North Dakota sponsor- 
ed this amendment, which is calcu- 
lated to set thousands of farmers to 
work at the manufacture of alcjhol for 
home consumption—altogether exter- 
nally, of course—and for sale.

itate. In a mountainous country the 
variegated scenery^ is sufficient to occu- 
py meijJs minds, but on the wide prai- 
ries or in the desert people must medi- 
tate, must do some solid thinking. 
Nearly all great reform movements 
have originated in flat countries." 


In his own meditations Mr. Murdock 


arrived at the conclusion that the high 
tax on alcohol was one of the chief in- 
iquities of government. Having been 
imposed at a time when the govern- 
ment sadly needed revenue, it was not 
an instance of original sin, but it had 
become sinful because of altered con- 
ditions. It was a check upon indus- 
trial and individual development. 


An Inspiration From the Prairie. 


Mr. Murdock introduced the first biir 


for denatured alcohol. He may be 
called, therefore, the father of free al- 
cohol. It was an inspiration from the 
prairie, a reform originating in a flat 
coudtry. It spread rapidly over the 
hills and hollows of the nation. Every- 
body supported it, practically speaking. 
The wood alcohol trust alone opposed 
it in the open because it promised to 
cripple that industry. Wood alcohol is 
a poison for which there is no antidote. 
It has a horrible odor and gives off 
fumes which produce blindness and 
other serious effects upon workmen 
who come in contact with the fumes. 
It has been used very largely in many 
of the arts and industries which re- 
quire alcohol. On wood alcohol no tax 
has been imposed. Its poisonous char- 
acter precluded its use in the making 
of liquors or medicines. 
! 


The labor unions strongly supported 


the measure, largely because it was de- 
sirable to get rid of wood alcohol in 
the hat and shoe factories of New Eng- 
land and elsewhere and in the various 
other industries and occupations where 
alcohol is necessary. 
Painters, wall 


paperers and decorators are among 
those whose health has been impaired 
by reason of the use of wood nlcoliol 
in the materials they must employ. 
The farmers supported the bill solidly, 
led by Hon. Kahum .1. Bachelder of 
New Hampshire, head of the national 
grange, with 800,000 members. 


A Still In His Own Back Yard, 


At first Speaker Cannon of tbe na- 


tional house of representatives opposed 
the bill, but its advocates sent into 
"Uncle Joe's" Illinois district, in the 
great corn belt, some a&rents. who visit- 
ed the farmers and demonstrated the 
superiority of an aicohoi lamp over the 
terosene lamp. 
They showed that it 


gave a much clearer and steadier ligbt, 
did not smoke or smell, was not liable 
:o explosion aud would be cheaper 
Jian the old coal oil lamp if the alco- 
hol tax were removed. 
But as the 


clinching argument they told the farm- 
ers that any one of thorn, if the free 
alcohol bill passed, could erect a still 
n his back yard or down by the creek 
or duck pond and make alcohol for bis 
own use and for sale out of the ma- 
terials which were going to waste on 
lis farm. 


It is understood that "Uncle Joe" 


leard from the farmers, and the bill 
was no longer obstructed. 


That little alcohol lamp visited many 


other congressional districts. It shed 
much light on the subject. 


But after the bill became a law, to go 


nto effect on New Tear's day, it was 
discovered that it lacked the one pro- 
vision necessary to render its benefits 
available to the small farmer, so that 
he might set up his own little still 
and convert his surplus crops and his 
waste products into alcohol. The ap- 
>arent intention of tlie framers of the 
measure, 
Mr. Murdock and his co- 


aborers, was to introduce an atmos- 
phere of universal still life, so to speak, 
hroughout the American rural commu- 


told that the average-yield of an acre 
of corn will produce 130 gallons of al- 
cohol. This is from the grain alone. 
The stalks, which ao-.v are used for 
fodder and sometimes burned or plow- 
ed under, will make another hundred 
gallons of alcohol to the acre if ust;d 
before they dry out. Even the de- 
spised cob when green possesses starch 
and sugar enough to be worked into 
the alcoholic output with prolit when 
used in connection with other materi- 
als. The sugar corn cob is particularly 
saccharine and consequently valuable. 


Potatoes yield about 225 gallons of 


alcohol to the acre. This is the official 
estimate on the kind of potatoes grown 
for human food. There are other vari- 
eties, well known in Germany, which 
yield 500 gallons of alcohol to the acre. 


Sugar beets are calculated to give 


224: gallons of alcohol per acre. A 
bushel of corn, we are told, will make 
five gallons of alcohol. Corn at 40 
cents a bushel brings a high price. 
Frequently it is much lower than that. 
Denatured alcohol, it is figured, can be 
made aud sold profitably at from S to 
10 cents a gallon. 
Illuminating oil 


costs from 1C to 20 cents. Yachtsmen, 
motor boatmen aud automobilists now 
pay about 22H cents a gallon for a 
good quality of gasoline to run tbeir 
engines. A gallon of alcohol will sup- 
ply more horsepower, it is claimed, 
than a gallon of gasoline. 


But consider the byproducts of tbe 


farm and orchard that may be used in 
making alcohol. In addition to the 
corncob and stalk, there are apple par- 
ings, pea and beau hulls, tomato peel- 
ings, waste fruits and vegetables of all 
kinds that are not marketable. 
It 


would appear that you can put almost 
any old thing except your last year's 
hat or a last year's bird's nest into 
tbe still aud turn it into alcohol. 


The farmer should find life still more 


worth living—still life, you know. He 


nitics. In Germany, for instance, there 
ir« about 70.000 stills where alcohol 
'o? denaturing is manufactured undor 
government supervision.

can get rid of his smeary and smelly 
coal oil lamps and use alcohol iilurni- 
nants. He can cook with alcohol in- 
stead of cutting stove wood. lie can 
run his feed cutters and other farm 
machinery with alcohol. And all this 
light, heat and power he can generate 
at sma!! cost from tbe products of bis 
own farm, largely surplus and waste 
products. 
If all these dreams come 


true life down on the dear old farm 
should become decidedly more pleas- 
ant. 
With no stove wood to cut the 


farmer will have more time to fish. 


A Boon and a Blessing. 


There is the sweet potato, which is 


exceedingly productive of alcohol. The 
fanner raises it. He can cook sweet 
potatoes for bis table on a stove heated 
by sweet potatoes. 
In winter sweet 


potatoes will keep liis bouse warm. 
Sweet potatoes will light his rooms for 
tbe long winter evenings by the sweet 
potato fireside. Sweet potatoes will 
grind his corn and cut bis chop stuff 
for the cows in the stable. Sweet pota- 
toes will run his automobile to town 
and buy him the necessaries of life 
which he does not produce himself. 
A'erily tbe sweet potato, in the form of 
alcohol, will be a boon and a blessing. 
In these uses it will give real warmth 
and cheer, not the artificial stimulation 
which topers from time immemorial 
have feit from the use of the nude-na- 
tural "craythur"' internally. Hereafter 
alcohol proposes to help instoad of 
hurt. In that fact lies a revolution. 


Dr. Wiley thinks that for the present 


it will be unprofitable to manufacture 
nlcohol in very small quantities. 
No 


farmer, of ro;irsn, can manufacture 
any at all w^'hont first registering his 
still and having the tanks locked by a 
government agent. Uncle Sam proposes 
to see to the denaturing himself. The
